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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant's arguments regarding the rejections 
made in the Final Office Action of 2/1/2008 have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The Applicant generally argues that the prior art reference Corne does not teach the "groups" claimed. In his 
argument, the applicant states that groups are defined in the preamble of the claims and that the claim language defines that there are as 
many groups as there are resources. The Examimer respectfully disagrees. There is nothing in the claim that suggests that there are as 
many groups as there are resources. First, as claimed, note that the parameters W, n, and m are different in lines 2 and 4 of claim 1 since 
in line 4 these parameters are in itallic mode. If these terms are supposed to have the same value, then they should be written in the same 
format. It is common practice in mathematics and in computer programming that if a value is defined in a particular manner, then each time 
that value is reference it must be referenced using the definition given to that term. Also note that the claim recites "dividing said set W of n 
tasks values into m respectively groups associated with said resources" If m is the same as the number of resources, what happens if 
there are more tasks than threre are resources? What happens if there are more resources than there are tasks? Since the number of 
groups is tied to the number of resources, maybe there will not be enough groups to divide the tasks, so all the tasks may not be allocated 
or there may be more groups than are needed to divide the tasks, so some groups may not be relevant. 

Also from the specification it can be seen that a group is an assignment of a task to a resource (see pgs. 3-4 of the specification of the 
instant application). In page 24, line 12 to page 25, line 21, of Corne, there is an example of chromosomes representing server/client 
configurations. Each gene in a chromosome represents a server (a resource). A client is assigned to use (a task) each of the servers. 
This assignment of clients to servers is considered equivalent to the examples provided in pages 3-4 of the specification of the instant 
application and clearly there will be as many assignmnents (groups) as there are resources (servers). 
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
